( e ) prescribe the forms of licences for the manufacture 
for sale of Ayurvedic ( including Siddha) or Unani drugs, 
the form of application for such licences, the conditions sub 
ject to which such licences may be issued , the authority 
empowered to issue the same and the fees payable therefor ; 

(f ) regulate the mode of labelling packed Ayurvedic 
( including Siddha ) or Unani drugs and prescribe the 
matters which shall or shall not be included in such labels ; 

(g ) prescribe the conditions subject to which small 
quantities of Ayurvedic (including Siddha) or Unani drugs 
may be manufactured for the purpose of examination , test 
or analysis ; and 

(h ) any other matter which is to be or may be pres 
cribed under this Chapter .
